' EXAMINER'S REPORT, 


To the Honorable Noah. J. Sever, Judge of the Court 


oj Common Vluis Scioto County, Ohio. 


Your committee appointed to examine tlir 
reports of bho County Commissioners and 
Turnpike Dirrctors for tho year endiii}; Aug- 
ust 31,1B96 bogs leave to submit tho following; 
report: 
The clerical errors found wore, few and not 
important, and have all boon reetilied by the 
proper officials. The accounts and records of 
tho County, so far as wo have had occasion 
to examine thorn, we regard as holng uently 
and correctly kept: with the o.xcoption that 
wo found a number of claims which had IJOBH 
presented to and approved by the board of 
Infirmary Directors without having boon 
first properly itemized. Special attention 
lias boon called to this matter by fortnoi- 
Gommittees, and wo can do little moro thiin 
emphasize thoir suggestion: ''that no cfaim 
should be allowed or paid wilhoui being first specific- 
ally itemized." 
Wo iind that the expenditure for stationery, 
supplies etc. for somo of the oflices has very 
considerably increased over that of former 
years. We suggest that so far as practicable 
an estimate uf such supplies as are needed 
for the various offices might bo submitted 
oach month to tho County Commissioners to 
bo purchased at wholesale. 
We think that all allowance to officials and 
others for services should bo what sncli 
services in each instance are worth, rathor 
than tho maximum permitted by the statute 
as is too generally the rule. 
Wo recommend that tho superintendent of 
tho Infirmary submit to tho board of In- 
firmary Directors an estimate of tho supplic? 
needed for tho InfirraarS each month, and 
that tho same bo purchased by the board nt 
wholesale. The Committee in its report last 
year.say: "Wo suggest that tho Inlirmary 
Directors and superintedont keep an itemized 
account of, and file an annual statement 
showing the actual productions, crops otc. 
raised on the farm, tho amount consumed at 
tho Infirmary and tho proceeds of salos if 
any aro made." This suggestion, which we 
think a good ono doos not seom to have boon 
observed. Wo think It should bo. 
We heartily concur with tho former recom- 
mendations that the management of nlic 
County Infirmary should bo placed directly 
in tho hands of the County Commissioners.
